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Laſtly, Nor can we by any meanes. affent to 
that I Bevy Tolerits and boundle®s Liberty,

'We had much rather God would perſwade the 
hearts of your Excellency and Councell, to lay: 
down a convenient Part of your forces, withdraw 
from the Parliament, reſtore the Members impri= 
ſoned or ſecluded, and joyne with the reſt ofthe 
Kingdome, in petitioning arevivall of the ſelf-de-- 
nying Ordinance, taking away private and perſo- 
nall advantages from Members and Officers, and 
ſuch other Remedies, as both Houſes ſhall judge 
neceſſary for the ſettlement of Religion and 
Peace. 

And not only ſo, but we thinke our ſelyes bound 
in humble and exprefle termes to declare to the 
whole Kingdome, all the Chriſtian Churches and 
Membersof Chriſt, that we apprehend the fore- 

mentioned proceedings of the Army to be utterly. 
unlawfſuland unchriſtian. 

We ſhall notwirhſtanding preſent our uncef- 
fant Prayers at the Throne of grace, that God 
would be pleaſed freely to pardon whatever miſ- 
carriage hath eſcaped them, and for time tocome 
to guide them by his Councell , and preſerye- 
them from every evill way. 
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
